1. CONGEN HAS BEEN INFORMED THAT MISS LINDA REDMAN, A U.S. 

CITIZEN EMPLOYED BY FORD FOUNDATION, ISLAMABAD, WAS SHOT AT 
APPROXIMATELY 1 1 A.M., MAY 10, NEAR THE TOWN OF KALAT, SOUTH 
OF QUETTA IN THE PROVINCE OF BALUCHISTAN. ALTHOUGH REDMAN 
FIRST REPORTED TO BE IN SERIOUS CONDITION, HER ATTENDING 
PHYSICIAN REPORTED AT 10 A.M., MAY 11, THAT SHE WAS CONSCIOUS 
AND HER CONDITION QUITE SATISFACTORY. IT IS THEREFORE NOT 
BELIEVED NECESSARY TO EVACUATE HER TO KARACHI. 

2. A PRESS REPORT IN THE MAY 1 1 KARACHI SUN STATED THAT TWO 
PAKISTANI NATIONALS AND REDMAN WERE ATTACKED BY ROBBERS WHILE 
RETURNING TO KALAT ON JEEP ROAD FROM HARBOI. THE TWO PAKISTANIS 
WERE MR. HASSAN NASIR, OF NASIR GOETECHNICS (WHO WELL KNOWN IN 
CONGEN AND USAID ISLAMABAD), AND MR. ABDUL GHANI, RANGE FOREST 
OFFICER, WHO WERE "UNFORTUNATELY MURDERED," ACCORDING TO THE 
REPORT. 

3. MRS. JOSEPH MAIO, WIFE OF U.S. ARMY OFFICER ATTACHED TO 
PAKISTAN ARMY STAFF COLLEGE IN QUETTA, IS STAYING IN HOSPITAL 
WITH PATIENT AND REPORTS THAT PATIENT HAS FRACTURED ARM, LOST 
BLOOD, AND SHOTGUN PELLETS LODGED NEAR SURFACE OF CHEST. 
HOWEVER, PATIENT HAS RECEIVED TRANSFUSIONS, IS NOT IN SHOCK, 
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IS CONSCIOUS. CONDITION IS STABLE AND IS BELEIVED TO BE OUT 
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OF DANGER.
